by data provided by the 'student 
and. his family, 

: The monetary winners are be- 
ing assigned awards up to $1200 
for 1970-71 for , use. toward tuition 
and fees at' the public and nonpub- 
lic .colleges and universities in 
Illinois. Trip award recipients rep-, 
resent virtually every high school 
in the StaFe. 

Dr. Joseph D. Boyd, Executive 
Director, announced that since 
September of 1958, the Illinois 
State Scholarship Commission has 
invested approximately $77;o mil- 
lion far 126,300 monetary award 
winners. For 1969-70, approxi- 
mately 38,200 students have re- 
ceived $20.4 million in financial 
assistance. In 1970-71 it Is antici- 
pated that $29.5 million will be 
available to assist 42,500 under- 
graduate students, _1 

By Juno of 1971, the State of 
Illinois will have invested $108.5 
million In 168,800 awards through 
the State Scholarship Commission 
scholarship and grant programs. 
Approximately 79% of these 
funds ($84.2 million), will have 
gone, Jo students attending non- 
public Illinois colleges. A recent 
study of scholarship and grant re- 
cipients indicated that the Illinois 
State Scholarship Commission 
awards do affect a student's col* 
lego plans.
